REPORT FROM AMERICAN LIBRAPY ASSOCIATION: 
Three members of WPL staff attended the 
annual ALA meetings in N.Y. and N.J. The 
following is their report: 
Marcia Lowell: One of the most exciting 
sessions at ALA was the Adult Iearning Pro- 
ject which is being. conducted by 11 libraries 
around the country and sponsored in part by 
the College Entrance Examination Board (CEEB). 
The project is based on the philosophy that 
the library is a resource for continuing 
adult learning and that once the staff of the 
library understand the philosophy and methods 
cf how adults learn, the library can facili- 
tate continuing adult education. a 


Adrienne Dorfman: The pre-conference of 

ALA entitled "Women in the Library Profession" 
was held at Rutgers University. Workshops 
included library education, unions and 
strategy for change. There were speakers 

and films as well. 


Ann Flowers: The high points of ALA to me 
were the Newbery-Caldecott dinner and the 50th 
anniversary of the Horn Book. The Newbery 
Award (for the most distinguished American 
book for children) and the Caldecott Award (for 
the most distinguished illustrations) are pre- 
sented at the banquet. Paula Fox, the Newbery 
winner, for the "Slave Dancer" spoke most 
movingly on slavery and its consequences. The. 
Horn Book 50th anniversary clebration (in 
honor of the eraliest periodical devoted en- 
tirely to children's literature) was a most 
interesting symposium on criticism of 
children's literature. 


Slavery engulfed whole peoples, swallowed up 
thier lives, committed such offenses against 
their persons that in considering them, the 
heart falters, the mind recoils. 

There are those who feel that black people 
can only be humiliated by being reminded that 
once they were brought to this country as 
slaves. But it is not the victim who is shamed. 
It is the persecutor who has refused the shame 
of what he has done and, as the last turn of 
the screw, would burden the victim with the 
ultimate responsibility of the crime itself! 

When I read the records of the past, I some- 
times wanted to turn away from what I was 
learning, to sleep. But as I read on and heard 
the words of the captive people themselves, as 
I began to feel the power of their endurance, 
I perceived that the people who had spoken 
so long ago of every conceivable human loss 
were not only survivors, but pioneers of the 
human condition in inhuman circumstances. 

They not only maintained life, they had nur- 
tured it, and what they knew springs toward 
us, out of ashes, out of a holocaust.
